WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. — In- 
vitations to the 5-Power naval con- 
ference proposed to be held late 
in January will be issued by Pre- 
mier Ramsay MacDonald in the 
near future, but the exact time 
remains to be determined. 

This was learned authoritative- 
ly today and with it came the fur- 
ther information that there would 
be no joint invitations on behalf 
of Great Britain and the United 
States as has been suggested in 
some quarters. 

Secretary of State Stimson said 
today published dispatches emanat- 
ing from London that Premier 
MacDonald already had sent invi- 
tations through the British Em- 
bassies at Tokio, Paris and Rome 
were without authorization, con- 
tained many errors and were en- 
tirely inaccurate. 

The invitations from the British 
Government will go to the United 
States, Japan, France and Italy 
with all five countries expected to 
participate in the conference which 
it is now proposed shall be held 
in the British capita). 

Hoover Satisfied With Progress. 

Considerable preparatory work 
must be done before the invita- 
tions are sent forward through the 
British Embassies. 

It may be that action will be 


deferred until after MacDonald 
has held his conferences with 
President Hoover in Washington 


early in October on points still in 
controversy between the United 
States and Great Britain on the 
cruiser question. 


Although failing to realize the 


maximum of the hopes he enter- 
tained at the outset of the Anglo- 
American fegotiations, President 


Hoover is thought to be well satis- 


gied with the progress made to- 
ward further limitation of naval! 
armaments. 

If the agreement in principle 
reached between the United States 
and Great Britain is ratified y 
the other major naval Powers 
through a limitation program, the 
expectation here is that much 
more substantial reductions in na- 
Val establishments will be possible 
at the expiration of the Washing- 
ton Armes treaty in 1936. 

By that time, the navies of the 
world would have become stabil- 
ized under such an agreement as 
might be worked out.at the pro- 
jected conference next January 
and it would be possible to survey 
all categories »>f ships with a view 
to further limitation in each.

PARIS, Sept. 18.—The appre- 
hension with which France has 
been looking forward to the five- 
Power naval conference has been 
greatly intensified by recent sug- 
gestions that the United States and 
Great Britain will urge the aboli- 
tion of submarines at that parley. 
It can be safely said that Fra.ace 
will never agree to that proposal. 

It is even possible that France 
will ..ot enter the conference until 


‘the Government has received satis- 


factory assura.i..es that the follow- 
ing vital points of French policies 
will be respected: 

Kirst, continued maintenance of 
submarines; second, recognition of 
its rights as a great colonial Power 
in determining the strength of its 
naval forces; third, recognition of 
its geographical position giving it 
the right, if Mediterranean parity 
is established, to additional At- 
lantic forces equal to those allowed 
Germany under the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 

Indeed it is an open question 
whether France will agree to Med- 
iterranean parity on any conditions 
for France is determined to re- 
main mistress of the sea routes 
between Marseilles and Algiers, 
contending that this is indispens- 
able to mobilization and transpor- 
tation f its North African army. 

Liberty to build submarines and 
light cruisers for defense of its 
coast and maritime colonial routes, 
it is declared, was all that was left 
for France at the Washington con- 
ference, and to sacrifice this would 
mean the end of France as a naval! 
Power.

Rouge and Precheur where a rain 
of ashes has accompanied renewed 
activity of the volcano which, in 
1902, caused the deaths of 25,000 


or more persons and destroyed 8t. 
Pierre, chief commercial center of 
the island. 

The present disturbance started 
Monday night when a small col- 
umn of smoke and gas burst from 
the volcano. Yesterday a crater 
150 feet wide opened and contin- 
ued slight activity was observed. 

The Governor of Martinique has 
gone to Saint Pierre to inspect the 
situation, 


Mont Pelee is the culminating 
point of a cluster of volcanic 
mountains in the north of the 
French Island of Martinique in the 
West Indies, where one of the 
most disastrous eruptions in his- 
tory occurred in May, 1902. St. 
Pierre was wiped out and only one 


ship in the harbor escaped de- 
struction. 
The disaster started with a 


heavy fall of ashes such ds has 
been noted during the present dis- 
turbance. A few days later an 
eruption destroyed extensive sugar 
On May 8 the final 
catastrophe occurred without 
warning: a mass of fire, compar- 
ing to flaming whirlwind, swept 
over St. Pierre. 

A fall of molten lava and ashes 
followed the flames, accompanied 
by dense gas which asphyxiated 
those who had previously escaped.

“It should also be noted that 
millions of workers are producing 
g00ds not covered by tariff duties 
at wages higher than those paid by 
‘protected’ industries. In transpor- 
tation, metal and coal mining, 
building trades, clerical positions 
and the Federa) service there are 
15,000,000 workers who enjoy no 
vestige of protection, and a larger 
number are employed in other in- 
dustries whose products are on the 
free list. What becomes of these 
workers if higher tariffs are need- 
ed to uphold American wages? 


“Still another proof that em- 
bargo rates are not necessary is 
provided by statistics showing that 
many of the industries asking them 
are exporting more goods than are 
being imported. 


“If advocates of embargo rates 
expect to be taken seriously, they 
will abandon the hoary old fiction 
of ‘protection to workingmen’ and 
tell the real reason for higher 
rates, which is a desire on the part 
of greedy manufacturers to further 
rob the consumer. That might not 
be a popular explanation of their 
position, but it would be truthful.”

T0 RYAN AIRPLANE 
PLANT EXPECTED 


Its Consolidation With 
Parks Factory Probably 
at Latter Site, Contem- 
plated This Fall. 


Manufacture of Parks airplanes 
will be conducted by the Ryan Air- 
craft Corporation, a division of the 
Detroit Aircraft Corporation, Ed- 
ward 8S. Evans, president of the De- 
troit concern which recently ac- 
quired the Parks Aircraft Corpora- 


tion, said today. 

Consolidation of manufacturing 
facilities would take place this au- 
tumn, he said, when it would be de- 
cided whether the combined manu- 
facturing operations should be car- 
ried on at the Ryan plant at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis flying field or at 
Parks Airport. 

Decision as to the location will 
be made within a week, Evans said, 
although he indicated that proba- 
bly it would be at Parks Airport. 
If the manufacturing is conducted 
there the Ryan plant at the Lam- 
bert Field either will be sold or 
used as a sales department. 


Expects to Double Output. 
In an extent the increased pro- 
duction, which Evans estimates will 
double the output of the Ryan fac- 
tory, will necessitate the erection 
of an additional factory building, 
to cost about $100,000. Work on 
the building will start as soon as 
practicical after the site for the 
manufacturing operations has been 
chosen. It will contain 30,000 
square feet of floor space. 
Additional factories for the pro- 
duction of Lockheed and Eastman 
airplanes, made by companies 
which are divisions of the Detroit 
concern, probably will be erected 
if St. Louis within a year, Evans 
announced, 
“Although our executive offices 
and some of our manufacturing 
facilities are located in Detroit we 
recognize the value of St. Louis as 
a shipping and aviation center and 
have decided to do our utmost to 
promote aviation in this city,” Ev- 
ans said. 
The St. Louis plants of the com- 
pany, he said, will represent the 
most important assembly factor in 
the company’s chain and will be 
second to none in size. 


Makes Survey of Plants. 
Evans, accompanied by other of- 
ficers of the Detroit Aircraft Cor- 
poration, made gq survey of the 
Ryan and Parks plants in the fore- 
noon. Consolidation of manufac- 
turing facilities in the Ryan plant 
will not affect the Parks Air Col- 
lege, which will continue as a sep- 
arate unit, although it is controlled 
by the Detroit concern. 

Officers of Parks Aircraft, Inc., 
were re-elected today. Evans was 
elected chairman of the board. No 
changes in personnel are contem- 
plated. 

Evans said the fiscal merger of 
Parks Aircraft, Inc., with the De- 
troit concern had been practically 
completed, the details being han- 
dled by Knight, Dysart & Gamble 
and Oliver J. Anderson Investment 
Companies. Five St. Louisans are

Butler is sa.d to have demanded 
that all residents of the town co- 
operate with the officials by refus- 
ing to deal with bootleggers and 
by furnishing such information as 
they may have about the selling of 
liquor. 

The town has a population of 
about 300, including the families of 
some of the Marines stationed at 
the base.

BIDS ON KINGSHIGHWAY 
LINK IN CHRISTY PARK 


Low Offer of $28,653 on Half- 
Mile Stretch 30 Pct. Under 
Estimate. 


Work is now under way or about 
to be started on the last remain- 
ing sections of the Kingshighway 
bou!svard system, stretching 
across the city from Carondelet to 
Baden, except for a link of minor 
importance at the extreme north- 
ern end. The project was initiated 
20 years or-more ago. It provides 
St. Louis with a thoroughfare con- 
necting Bellerive, Carondelet, 
Christy, Tower Grove, Forest, 
Penrose, O’Fallon and Chain of 
Rocks parks, comparable with the 


show streets of other cities. 

Bids were received by the Board 
of Public Service yesterday for a 
stretch of less than half a mile 
in Christy Park, between Gravois 
avenue and Kansas street. The low 
bidder among six to lay the as- 
phaltic concrete pavement, 60 feet 
wide, was the Central Paving & 
Construction Co., with an offer of 
$28,653, or 30 per cent befow the 
city estimate. Competition was 
taken by city officials to explain 
this low price. 

Two-othen links of the boulevard 
system are under construction. 
They are Bircher-Kingshighway, 
which extends from Penrose Park 
to Bircher street and Partridge 
avenue, and Kingshighway North- 
west, which runs from Bircher and 
Partridge to Goodfellow avenue 
and Hall's Ferry road. From Pen- 
rose Park to West Florissant ave- 
nue these units will consist of two 
26-foot roadways paved with War- 
renite, a patented asphaltic ma- 
terial, and separated by a park- 
way. 

From West Florissant to Hall's 
Ferry there will be only a 20-foot 
concrete strip for the time being. 
This will be complet¢d in about a 
week. 

If the weather remains good for 
a time and there are no unforseen 
difficulties, all of the links will be 
done this year. 

System 15 Miles Long. 

Length of the boulevard system 
from Bellerive Park at Broadway’ 
to Hall’s Ferry road is about 15 
miles. An additional mile, from 
Hall’s Ferry to the junction of 
Broadway and Riverview drive, 
which leads to Chain of Rocks, 
cannot be built until money is. 
found for the Maline Creek sewer, 
which must be laid under the 
street. However, just beyond the 
adjacent city limits, the county re- 
cently opened a new cencrete road, 
Chain of Rocks drive, between 
Hall’s Ferry and Riverview. 

Where Kingshighway. Northwest, 
the newly paved Goodfellow ave- 
nue, and Hall’s Ferry road intersect 
at the city limits, the State High- 
way Department also contemplates 
bringing in a new traffic relicf 


read which will extend from this {| 


point to the Lewis Bridge at Fort 
Bellefontaine. When this high- 
way is built and the extension of 
Kingshighway Northwest provided, 
there will be six arteries converging. 
City and State engineers are plan- | 
ning to handle the resultant traffic 
problem with a circle arrangement, 
or “circus.” 
Three Branches to System: 

In addition to the Kingshighway 
route described between  Bellirive 
Park anil Hall’s Ferry road, the 
system has three branches—Kings- 
highway, between Nottingham and 
Gravois avenues; Kingshighway, 
between Bircher street and West 
Florissant avenue, and Kingshigh- 
way Northeast, between Penrose 
Park and West Florissant. 

Eventually, Bircher-Kingshigh- 
way will be extended eastward ' 
across the Terminal RailroaJj 
tracks in ~enrose Park to connect 
Kingshighway and Kingshighway 
Northeast.

Philadelphia Writer, in Letter, 
Retracts Charges of Drinking : 
in Homes. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 18.—The 
storm of public discussion and of- 
ficial investigation aroused in this 
capital by a statement of Jay E. 
House, Philadelphia newspaper col- 
umnist, that liquor was served to 
him in 13 or 14 Topeka homes last 
winter, and that an average of four 
drinking parties to the city block 
was maintained nightly, appeared 
today to have been but a tempest 
in a teapot. 

In a letter to A. J. Carruth Jr. 
managing editor of ‘the Topeka 
State Journal, read before a group 
of investigating State officials, 
House, a former Mayor of Topeka, 
termed his statements “fol-de-rol” 

The charges which so stirred the 
city and the State were made by 
the Philadelphia writer.in a letter 
to the Rev. J. A. McClellan, super- 
intendent of the Kansas Anti-Sa- 
loon League. McClellan pupblished 
the letter and Gov. Reed ordered 
Attorney-General William A. Smith 
and Shawnee County officials to 
gscertain whether anything in 
House’s charges warranted criminal 
prosecution. 

Six of the 13 hosts who, House 
said, served liquor, denied when 
questioned by Smith that they had 
liquor in their homesjor had seen 
any served in other homes the 
writer Visited, 

After listening to their state- 
ments and hearing House's letter 
read, Smith indicated the investi- 
gation would be dropped. 

“McClellan and I are striving for 
a littie publicity and the newspa- 
pers are playing up to us,” said 
House in his letter to Carruth. “I 
haven't bought any liquof in To- 
peka for more than 20 years; I 
haven't seen any sold.” 

“It isn't unlawful to take a drink 
or give a drink,” the letter con- 
tinued. “There is no statute on 
earth which will penalize me for 
deciininig to say who gave me 4 
drink. I would spend 20 years in 
jail rather than tell.” 

Carruth termed House “a great 
big bluffer’’ and asserted his letter

Seat of Government Board 
Clears Herman Lufcy and 
Discharges Deputy Who 
Accused Him.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 18.— 
The State Board of Permanent Seat 


of Government, .by unanimous 
vote. today decided that evidence 


submitted to the board was not 
sufficient »° substantiate charges 
that Herman Lufcy of Bloomfield, 
Commissioner of the Permanent 
Seat of Government, had accepted 
money from a salesman for travel- 
ing expenses, or as an inducement 
to purchase supplies. The decision 
concluded an inquiry that has been 
in progress «several days. 

By a vote of 3 to 2, the Board 
retained Lufcy as Commissioner 
and dismissed Fred Hueller of Jef- 


ferson City, Assistant Commis- 
sioner, who filed the charges 
against Lufcy in a sworn affidavit. 
The retention of Lufcy and the 
dismissal of Hueller, who brought 
the matter wefore the board, was 
effected through the votes of Sec- 
retary of “tate Becker, Attorney 
General Shartel and State Auditor 
Thompson, the Bod&rd members 
who were instrumental in the elec- 
tion of Lufcy as Commissioner last 
July. 

Governor Opposes Both Decisions. 
Gov. Caulfield and State Treas- 
urer Brunk voted to call for 
Lufcy’s resignation, on the: ground 
his usefulness had been impaired 
by the investigation, and voted 
against the dismissal of Hueller. 
Friends of Lufcy have urged that 
Hueller be dismissed and Lufcy re- 
tained, since the beginning of the 
investigation. 

Hueller filed an affidavit with 
the Board charging that Lufcy was 
offered $25 by Richard Kalish, 
manager of the West Disinfectant 
Co. of St. Louis, after Lufcy had 
placed an order for approximately 
$200 in suzy ylies for the capitol, in 
Lufcy'’s office here last Aug. 29. 
Hueller, who asserted he witnessed 
the transaction, alleged the money 
was accepted. 

Lufcy sent a letter to the ‘Board, 
and also made an oral statement, 
admitting the money had been ten- 
dered to him to pay his expenses 
for a previous trip to St. Louis, but 
denied he had accepted it. 

Kalish appeared before the board 
yesterday afternoon accompanied 
by his attorney, and declared his 
offer was intended only to defray 
Lufcy’s expense for a previous trip 
to St. Louis, and was not intended 
to influence the purchase of sup- 
plies. 

The inquiry developed that Luf- 
cy made a trip to St. Louis about 
the middle of August, in eonnec- 
tion with coal purchased by the 
board, and at that time made a 
brief visit to Kalish’s office, on 
invitation, but bought nothing 
from Kalish’s company. The State 
paid Lufcy’s expenses for the trip. 

Formal Record of Action. 
After the board reached itg de- 
cision exonerating Lufcy, in an ex- 
ecutive session, the board placed a 
formal entry in the minutes, “that 
the Board of Permanent Seat of 
‘Government, after a careful hear- 
ing, finds that the evidence is not 
sufficient to justify finding that 
Herman Lufcy accepted from 
Richard Kalish, manager of the 
West Disinfectant Co. of St. Louis, 
any money for traveling expenses 
or as -an inducement for the pur- 
chase of goods from the West 
Disinfectant Co.” 

An additional entry was made 
by the board “that all the testi- 
mony and records in the matter 
are open to the public’and can be 
inspected by anyone upon applica- 
tion to the secretary of the Board 
of Permanent Seat of Government.” 
Members of the board declined 
to comment upon the latter entry. 
So far, the prosecuting officials of 
Cole County have indicated, no of- 
ficial interest in the inquiry and 
have made no request to the board 
for the transcript of evidence. 

How the Vote Stood. 

Brunk made a motion, seconded 
by Gov. Caulfield, that Lufcy be re- 
quested to resign on the ground 
the board felt his usefulness had 
been impaired by the incident. 
Brunk and Caulfield voted for this 
motion, but were voted down by 
Becker, Shartel and Thompson. 

Becker offered the motion for 
dismissal of Hueller, and it Was 
seconded by Thompson. Brunk 
and Caulfield opposed this move, 
but again were voted down by 
Becker, Shartel and Thompson. 
The dismissal was mage effective 
immediately. Becker later ex- 
plained that the reason the ma- 
jority of the board vtoed to dis- 
miss the employe who brought the 
matter before the board for inves- 
tigation, was that it would not pro- 
mote harmoney to keep Hueller 
and Lufcy in the same office.

TEST FOR PARENTAGE 


Speakers at Medical Meeting 
Also Repudiate Theory of 
Pre-Natal- Influence.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 18.—The 
theory of prenatal influence and 
claims that a child’s parentage may 
be. determined by blood tests and 
like means were discounted yester- 
day by speakers before the Amer- 
ican Association of Obstetricians 
Gynecologists and Abdominal Sur- 
geons, in convention here. 
Dr. G. Van Bzown of Detroit, 
president of the association, com- 
pared modern methods of instruc- 
tion in medical colleges to “‘retro- 
spective nightmares of a long road 
of learning traversed_in a straight 
jacket under the goad of humilia- 
tion” and forecast great develop- 
ments for the science when condi- 
tions shall have been improved. 
Specifically, he foresaw discovery 
of means for influencing sex and 
traits of unborn children, 
Solomon’s method of determining 
a child's parentage was as good as 
any, speakers agreed, citing the 
story .of two women claiming a 
child and the real mother renounc- 
ing her claim in favor of the other 
woman rather than see the child 
halved with a sword’ so that each 
claimant might have a share. A 
majority of speakers said it still is 
impossible to predetermine sex, due 
to the complexity of the human 
cell. In lower animals the deter- 


Snakes, spiders, circuses, straw- 
berries and the many things unin- 
formed expectant mothers try to 
avoid, can have no influente on a 
child, the physicians said. 
“Any mark a child bears is due 
to thickening of the epidermis, 
vhich condition was in the cell it- 
eit,” said Dr. G. E.. Kerr of Chat- 
tanooga, Ok. 
“Nothing external has any influ- 
ence on a baby,” said Dr. David 
Haden of Oakland, Cal. “Diet may 
have.” 
Van Brown expected develop- 
ments in prenatal heredity and sex 
influence to come through con- 
trolled use of certain vitamins in 
the diet of tne expectant mother. 
He said it had been. established that 
withholding vitamins from the diet 
tended to result in the death of the 
unborn child, and concluded it was 
not unreasonable to expect scien- 
tific modification of the vitamin’s 
use to give predictable results, 
‘The vitamin is found in cereal 
grains, peas, lettuce and most 
leafy vegetables, the speaker said.

tend its signals to thousands of low- 
power, nonselective receivers.

MOSCOW, Sept. 18.—The policy 
advocated by Josef Stalin is the 
best for Soviet Russia, the Com- 
munist party convention decided 
here yesterday after listening to 
a report on the adniinistration of 
the*nation’s affairs submitted by 
Molotov, Stalin’s assistant. 

The convention also approved 
the expulsion of Nikolai Bucharin 
from the executive body of the 
Communist International, declar- 
ing there is no place in the Co- 
minterne, the governing party of 
the Communist party, for advo- 


eates of right wing policies. 


Delegates learned that the most 
important problem now facing the 
Soviet- Government is the danger 
of war, the existence of which is 
indicated not only by the Chinese- 
Russian situation, but also in Po- 
land, Rumania and other countries 
adjacent to the Soviet union. These 
countries, Molotov declared, are 
continually preparing for war 
against the Soviet. 

Wealthy Peasants’ Antagonism. 

The resistance of the Kulaks, 
wealthy peasants, toward the pres- 
ent agrarian policy of the Govern- 
ment, also occupied the attention 
of the convention. While the five- 
year industrialization program is 
being carried out in the cities, the 


delegates were told, bitter resist- 
ance to it is encountered in the 
villages. There the Kulaks are 


doing everything resorting even to 
arson and murder of Soviet offi- 
cials, to evade turning their crops 
over to the Government. 

Some idea of how the Kulaks 
are working may be gained from 
current reports in the Soviet press. 
Dispatches from the regions around 
Odessa, Kherson, Nikolaev, Zino- 
vievsk and Pervomaisk state that 
the entire bread supply submitted 
to the Government during August 
and September has come from poor 
peasants and farmers’ co-opera- 
tives. The Kulaks submitted al- 
most nothing. The wealthy peas- 


ants also are trying to influence | 


others not to submit grain to the 
Government and are conducting 
anti-Soviet agitation openly. 

“We are only waiting for war 
to break out and then we shall 
show them how to take our bread 
away,” is the oft-heard threat of 
the Kulaks. 

Officials Quit Jobs. 

In some places, Soviet officials, 
hearing that they are marked for 
death, have resigned their posts as 
grain collectors. In. others, the 
Kulaks are hiding their bread in 
caves. oy 

Notwithstanding this fierce fight, 
the administration conetnds, all in- 
dications are that the Government 
has the situation well in hand and 


is gradually breaking the Kulaks’ | 


resistance in some case by force, in 
others by the strong competition of 
the co-operatives. The Govern- 
‘ment organizes these among the 
poor peasants, supplying them with 
credit and also with land taken 
away from those who do not join 
and whose property interferes with 
the formation of co-operatives, giv- 
ing them in -exchange less fertile 
land and thus compelling almost 
everyone to enter the coljlectives. 

In several places in the Ukraine 
Soviet officials have decided to ex- 
pel from the community all these 
resisting the grain collection. This 
measure appears to have proven 
effective because land owners pre- 
fer losing only part of their 
property.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Con- 


fronted with the increasing prob- 
lems of the fast expanding public 
works program, the Army Engineer 
Corps is to undergo reorganization 
to administer the Government's 
vast projects for flood control and 
improvement of rivers, harbors and 
inland waterways. 

In anticipation of even greater 
programs, such as the $1,000,000,- 
000 Nicaraguan Canal and the §St. 
Liwrence waterway, President 
Hoover has initiated the plan with 
the appointment of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Lytle brown as Chief of En- 
gineers with the rank of Major- 
General to succeed Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Edgar Jadwin, who retired on 
account of age, Aug. 7. 

His plan calls for a decentraliza- 
tion of administrative power 
through the appointment of three 
army engineers, who can serve un- 
der Brown and will be held di- 
rectly responsible for projects 
placed in their charge. 

Approves Plan. 

Gen. Brown, after learning of his 
appointment from the newspaper, 
“heartily approved’”’ the plan, 
which will place one engineer in 
\Charge of the flood control and 
| other work on the lower Missisippi; 
,another in charge of the improve- 
ment of the upper Mississippi, the 
Missouri, Ohio, Illinois and other 
tributaries of the inland waterway 
system, and a third in charge of 
development of the Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence waterways. 

In recent years the arnual public 
| works Outlay has exceeded $100,- 
000,000, while rivers and harbors 
| bills calling for expenditures of an 
equal amount are pending in Con- 
gress. Each of the three major 
domestic projects, President 
| Hoover believes, eventually wil] 
Surpass the Panama Canal under- 
taking. 

Including as it does the prospec- 
tive Great Lakes-to-the sea pro- 
ject, as sponsored by President 
Hoover in his campaign speeches, 
together with the Nicaraguan 
Canal, and the proposed extension 
and deepening of navigable 
streams in the Mississippi basin, 
the plan is regarded by many as 
contemplating the greatest public 
works program ever undertaken. 

What Hoover Wanted. 

President Hoover was known to 
desire to select a successor to 
Jadwin who could remain at least 
four years and carry on without 
interruption the work of improving 
_inland waterways, which has been 
revived greatly in the last decade 
as a means of reducing freight 
transportation costs. 

Brown, who served in the 
Engineer Corps 23 years, was 
selected from about 20 qualified 
men because he has eight years to 
serve before retirement. Although 
'he does not plan to assume his 
new post until the Senate acts on 
the nomination, he reported at the 
office of Chief of Enginetrs “to 
get. acquainted with the new job.”

Lord Arnold and _ Premier’s

LONDON, Sept. 18. — Besides 
Ishbel, his favorite daughter, who 
is his political hostess, the only 
close companion Prime Minister 
MacDonald will have on his visit 
to Washington, it was stated today, 
will be a Labor Lord. 

He is Lord Arnold, the first 
baron of his line, a former Liberal 
leader who joined the Labor party 
in 1922 and was Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies in the first Mac- 
Donald Government. When it be-

As a Liberal he had attained an

He was a member of the House 
of Commons from 1912 until 1921 
when he resigned on account of ill 
health. The next year he joined 
the Labor party, became active in 
politics again and was selected for 
an important post in the first La- 
bor Government in 1924. 

He is unmarried and devotes his 
time largely to politics. He is con- 
sidered one of the Labor leader’s 
closest personal friends. He lives 
in Hampstead. North London, near 
the MacDonald London home. 

Messages are being exchanged 
between London and Washington 
regarding the details of the Prime 
Minister’s American visit and the 
completed program is expected to 
be announced from Downing Street 
before the week-end.

CHINESE AMENDMENTS 


TO RAIL PLAN REJECTED 


If Nanking Withdraws Proposal 
on Manager, Peace Is Pos- 
sible, Says Moscow. 


By the Assocfated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 18.—Soviet Rus- 
sia last night served notice on the 
Nationalist Government of China 
through the German Embassy that 
the proposed amendments by Nan- 
king to the projected agreement for 
settlement of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway dispute in Manchuria are 
wholly unacceptable to Russia. 
The Russian note sayg¢ the soviet 
Government made only absolutely 
essential amendments and specifi- 
cations to Nanking’s draft declara- 
tion. It declares: 

“The soviet Government regarded

By sketching these streets on a map of St. Louis it 
will be seen that they are designed to provide main 
arteries from all directions into the downtown dis- 
trict, and that other streets are subsidiary to them. 

In all of the six projects that remain since the com- 
pletion of Olive street, there has been grievous de- 
lay. An ordinance providing: for the widening of 
Natural Bridge road became effective in 1920, but 
the final report of the Condemnation Commission was 
not rendered until 1929. Most of the exceptions have 
been heard and decisions rendered. The distress of 
Market street property owners, cited as a reason for 
beginning work there, applies equally forcefully to 
Natural Bridge property owners, who have the added 
grievance that their widening project was initiated 
several years before the Market street one. Widened 
Gravois road, to be the great South Side artery, was 
decreed in 1923, and the Condemnation Commission's 
report was completed July 5, 1929. 

The oldest project is the widening of South Twelfth 
street. It was decreed by a 1919 ordinance and the 
Condemnation Commission’s report was made in 1924. 
Five years have elapsed and exceptions are still be 
ing tried! As it happens, the Government has se- 
lected Twelfth and Market as the site for its new 
building and, unless we have action soon, the new 
building will be obscured by old structures jutting 
beyond the Government’s building line. 

Morgan and North Twelfth street projects, like 
Market street, are not even that far along. Morgan 
street widening was initiated in 1923. Up to June 12, 
the Condemnation Commission had held 656 meet- 
ings and received permission to hold 100 more meet- 
ings before preparing its final report. In the case of 
North Twelfth street, after nine years a partial re- 
port was made covering the section from Morgan to 
O’Fallon and we are still awaiting the final report. 
In these two cases, we think the Circuit Court might 
well demand a showdown from the commissions. 
Thus it can be seen that the status of Market street 
widening is by no means unique It was provided for 
on May 8, 1922, and the commission’s report was 
completed Nov. 20, 1928, and it thus has been delayed 
along with the remainder. Because it is the most 
complicated of all the projects, the hearing of ex- 
ceptions will probably require one Judge’s undivided 
time for a year. That alone is an excellent argument 
for the suggestion that a Condemnation Division be 
established by the Circuit Judges to concentrate ex- 
clusively on condemnation work. 

In the meantime, let us consider again the ques- 
tion of financing projects after condemnation work 
is complete, but before the assessments necessary to 
pay for the work have been paid into court. As we 
pointed out, the $87,000,000 bond issue set up a re- 
volving fund of $2,500,000 for financing purposes. 
Practically all of this money is tied up in three 
projects: Olive street, Kingshighway Northwest and 
Skinker road. We believe measurés should be taken 
to release it for use elsewhere. For instance, nearly 
$2,000,000 of it is tied up on Olive street, where final 
adjudication awaits the conclusion of but three ex- 
ceptions settlements. Would it not be possible for 
the Judges to bring these three cases to judgment 
shortly, thus hastening the release of working capi- 
tal? 

When the revolving fund was set up, it was de- 
signed to live up to its name, that is, it was meant 
to revolve,- If the greater part of it were available 
now, it could be used to begin work on the two 
projects nearest to adjudication, namely, Gravois and 
Natural Bridge roads. Conceivably, if all possible 
speed were used, these widenings could be under way 
this year. 

To sum up, the whole street widening problem has 
been grossly neglected and we are in need now of 
acceleration in all directions. If the Circuit Judges 
will carry on with the stimulus they have just re- 
ceived, they can advance the progress of the city 
enormously. 
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Maybe MacDonald will reintroduce the Dawes 


pipe to the United States. 
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THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 

In its work of alleviating conditions among the 
needy of St. Louis, the Provident Association has 
found it necessary to borrow $45,000 in order to 
continue its work this year. The organization had 
$124,624 available for relief work in 1929, a shrink- 
age of about $16,500 from 1928. In spite of its small- 
er fund, demands on the Association increased until 
it was confronted with the choice of turning the 
poor away or borrowing money. The directors, real- 
izing that want, disease and crime would follow the 
closing of the association’s doors, voted for the loan. 

The Provident Association has the targest budget 
of the 51 charitable and social service organizations 
which receive funds from the annual Community 
Fund campaign. These organizations are not per- 
mitted to make special solicitations for funds; but 
it is not improper for the association, as the largest 
of the group, to call attention to the present need. 
At the same time, it offers statistics to show that so- 
cial workers here are expected to do one-third more 
work on one-third less money than in other large 
cities of the country. The Provident Association is 
able to give an average of $16.18 a month to each 
family under its care. In New York, the correspond- 
ing society gives $31.74, the Cleveland group gives 
$25.86, and the Chicago organization $24.15. The 
,everage for nine representative cities is $24.80;4eav- 


ing the St. Louis organization 35 per cent below this 
figure. All such organizations must: spend money 
investigating and supervising applicants in order to 
do real good with the funds available. Having funds 
for these purposes is as important as the actual sup- 
plying of material] needs. 

The condition of the Provident Association is a 
challenge to St. Louis to do its duty and care for 


these increased burdens in the next Community Fund 
campaign. 
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GOV. ROOSEVELT’S POWER PLAN. 

Gov. Roosevelt’s power plan for the State of New 
York, reprinted from the Nation in Tuesday's Post- 
Dispatch, suggests that possibly the Governor himself 
does not altogether understand this great American 
problem. 

He proposes a board of three trustees which shall 
first offer the power interests the public business on 
a basis of investment, and if they refuse that the al- 
ternative is to be State ownership and operation. He 
realizes that the State Regulatory Commission in New 
York is a failure, as it is in every state; but we are 
not sure that he fully realizes why this is so. 

Let us take his trustees. If they propose to make 
contracts with the utilities for the people, those con- 
tracts will constitute vested rights under which the 
utilities will avail themselves of everything they 
have now. That is, the trustees will be compelled to 
base rates upon reproduction cost, going value, and 
all the hocus-pocus that enters into rate making un- 
der the present system. The trustees will be as 
powerless as are the present State Utility Commis- 
sions. Yet there is nothing in the explanation of 
the Governor’s.plan to indicate that he realizes this. 
Mr. Rosenman, Who wrote the article for the Nation, 
speaks of state contracts, as if contracts of any sort 
offered relief. Had he said itt plain terms that Gov. 
Roosevelt proposes to let the utilities operate under 
permits on good behavior, and that refusing that his 
plan is state ownership and operation, we could have 
been sure that the Governor fully understands the 
problem. We cannot be sure that he does under- 
stand it as long as he thinks of the utilities in the 
terms of contracts. This contract idea is merely 
a new disguise for franchises. There is no difference 
in law. If the utilities had contracts with the trus- 
tees and the people did not like the rates, there would 
be no way within the law by which the state could 
get rid of the utilities and inaugurate public owner- 
ship and operation except to buy the properties, if 
they could. This is precisely the present plight of 
Wisconsin. Wisconsin was gullible enough to author- 
ize contracts under the guise of indeterminate per- 
mits, with the result that she finds herself as fast in 
the clutches of the utilities as if she had given them 
all franchises. r 

Gov. Roosevelt ought to do better than that. He is 
a very exceptional man in the public service, and is 
moreover Governor of a very enlightened State. It 
will be a national tragedy if the utilities outwit him 
and the State of New York. New York City has already 
a striking example of what the Federal courts think 
of contracts. Subway operating companies contracted 
to furnish transportation at 5 cents, and a Federal 
court held the contract invalid because it failed to 
give the company a fair return on the value of its 
propery. 

It is important to realize in dealing with the utili- 
ties that no rate can be fixed in a franchise. This 
fact is not altered by calling the franchise by some 
other name. Rates can be and are fixed undér per- 
mits, as in Detroit, for the simple reason that if the 
permittee is not satisfied with his rate the city can 
withdraw his privilege and give it to somebody with 
whom it can make a fair rate.

FAITH IN AVIATION. 

Aviation has weathered some severe blows in the 
last few weeks without a sign of bowing to the butf- 
fetings of fate. Ten days after the City of San Fran- 
cisco disaster, which cost eight lives, the T. A. T. has 
resumed service, and better service, for it is supple- 
menting its air fleet with two new Curtiss-Condor 
18-passenger “planes, the last word in American avia- 
tion. The headlines Sunday told of 14 aviation fatali- 
ties, and Monday four were recorded. Deplorable as 
these accidents are, each undoubtedly will teach a 
lesson productive of greater safety in future. Ocean 
disasters do not stop steamship service, and trains 
still are considered trustworthy after railway acci- 
dents. Likewise, aviation cannot be stopped by the 
regrettable misfortunes of its pioneer days. 

Lord Thomson, Secretary of State for Air in the 
British Labor Cabinet, expressed the situation wisely 
and succinctly when he said: 


Aviation requires more faith, more courage and 
more knowledge than almost any other line in 
which progress is being sought by human beings. 


GRATITUDE. 

Two striking instances of gratitude, neither of 
which should go unnoticed, were recorded in the news 
columns on the same day. In one case, the will of 
Jacob Sonnen disclosed that he had left half of his 
fortune, $19,000, to August A. Busch, who had em- 
ployed him for 40 years. In the other, Louis Bam- 
berger, wealthy merchant of Newark, N. J., decided 
to retire and sold his prosperous department store, 
presenting checks totaling $1,000,000 to 236 employes 
who had served him for more than 15 years.

Conservation, either state or 
national, means not only the preservation of 
physical resources as represented by mine, 
field or forest, but the spending wisely and 
to the very best advantage, financial re- 
sources necessary to the well being of that 
state or nation. 

The constructive spirit evidenced in many 
states today is reflected in the intensive 
general survey now being made by Gov. 
Henry 8S. Cauilfield’s Survey - Commission, 
and whatever be the findings of this group 
of investigators, we should all feel a con- 
siderable State pride in the fact that the 
survey is being made.

One reform begets another, and it 
is not surprising that Missouri, as a for- 
ward-looking State, has resolved to make 
this survey, so as to ascertain just how sea- 
worthy is our ship of state, and how nearly 
up to standard are our various institutions, 
including our facilities for the building of 
a sound and cultured citizenship. That this 
step has been taken is regarded as a most 
favorable symptom. 

Years ago, Mrs. Abraham Lincoln, wife 
of the Emancipator, complained that house- 
hold expenses at the nation’s capjtal were 
“higher than a cat’s back’’ and no pros- 
pect for them to be less. We, of later 
years, have watched the economic pendu- 
lum swing back and forth" but never quite 
to its last low level. So, the expenses of 
all types of government, national, state, 
county or municipal, have also increased in 
proportion to the natural growth and ex- 
pansion of industry to fit the needs of a 
growing population. 


With these facts before us, it wil] be seen 
that it is not possible to administer affairs 
of state indefinitely under an antiquated 
regime, using the same old measuring cup 
and the same yard-stick year after year, 
largely because of the changed standards 
which render set rules obsolete and also 
because we Bre a democratic people. Mis- 
sourt's ship of state has grown from a prim- 
itive wooden canoe into a full-size sailing 
vessel, splendidly equipped to weather the 
high seas, provided we keep her in good sea

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practices of the day, the Missouri Survey 
Commission is having a complete analysis 


made of the State’s expenditures and its. 


revenues; so that the ordinary expenses of 
the State, those recurring year after year 
and which may be likened to the house- 
wife’s family budget, may be separated 
from those expenditures which represent 
investment in more property, new buildings, 
plants or equipment. In business, thig latter 
class is termed capital expenditures, anda 
there is a sharp distinction as between cap- 
ital expenditures and those for operating 
expenses which are familiarly known as 
So in State affairs, as in busi- 
ness, must operating expenses be deter- 
mined, and the part set aside therefor. 
Whatever may remain of revenues to be in- 
vested in additional properties or to pay 
debts that have been incurred in the acquli- 
sition of property. 

The business man who nas a statement 
of both receipts and expenditures always in 
hand is in the position of the first engineer 
of an ocean steamer; he does not seem to 
be doing much and does no worrying unless 
something goes wrong, then he shows his 
ability and training to mend breaks and re- 
pair the weak places. 
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The Missouri Survey Commission, com- 
posed of seven leading business and pro- 
fessiona] men of the State, is carrying out 
to the letter, the provisions set forth in the 
official act passed at the Fifty-fifth General 
Assembly which called for such a group of 
official investigators to be named by Gov. 
Caulfield. The educational, penal and elee- 
mosynary institutions of the State us wel] 
as the whole ramifications of State govern- 
ment are being brought under the micro- 
scope and scrutinizeu under friendly rather 
than critical eyes, in order that a founda- 
tion for bigger and better progress may ‘e 
laid throughout the whole machinery of 
state. In other words, the good ship “Mis- 
souri” is in dry dock for an overhauling 
which, with earnest co-operation of our citi- 
zens, will make her as sound a vessel as 
ever went seafaring. 

When the Survey Commission has fin- 
ishea its work, its findings compiled and 
recommendations made, it will be our privi- 
lege as citizens to show our appreciation 
of the work done by this group. by indors- 
ing without argument any program marked 
out that will accomplish the desired goal: 
A modern businesslike State governmeuit. 
schools and colleges functioning along the 
ber’ lines and adequately financed to do 
so, State institutions equipped to dv the 
work required of them and ranking as near- 
ly as may be with nationa! standards for 
such institutions, 

All of this cannot be accomplished at 
once, but the first step should follow the 
closing of the Missouri survey.

Story of Growth ‘From Village 
to City Told in Relics at 
Jefferson Memorial.

St. Louisans, still seeking home 


rule for police, sought incorpora- 
tion as a town on July 5, 1808, “in 


order that they may procure them- 
selves the good order and a du- 
rable police in the inward part of 
the circuit of their town and com 
mon,” 

The petition may be seen in the 
St. Louis exhibit of Missouri His- 
torical Society, which is attracting 
increasing numbers daily in line 
with President Lionberger’s aim of 
brushing the dust and cobwebs off 
the story of St. Louis and making 
it come to life for every visitor 
to Jefferson Memorial. 

St. Louisans and tourists alike, 
of course, go to the Memorial to 
see the Lindbergh trophy exhibit 
in the west wing. But, once taey 
are there, many of them stray over 
to the east wing-and learn some- 
thing about this old French end 
Spanish town. A “historical walk” 
has been arranged whereby a pic- 
torial story of old St. Louis may 
be gathered in a circuit of the 
large hall, beginning at the left 
side of the entrance. In a smaller‘? 
room at the end of the hall, tne 
life and manners of old-time St. 
Louisans are shown in clothes and 
utensils, weapons and adornments. 
Signed Petition With “Marques.” 
Properly, one of the first things 
to see on the historical walk is 
the old petition, hanging beside 
portraits of Laclede and Chouteau 
and a painting of their landing to 
lay out this trading post. All but 
20 of the 200 petitioners were 
French or Spanish, and nearly half 


.of them nad to sign their “mar- 


ques.” 
The extra “the”’—*the good or- 
der’’—in the petition may be ex- 
plained by the fact that the En- 
glish version was a translation 
from the French’ beside it. How 
very French the town was may be 
gathered from the litter of re- 
visions and pen-scratches charac- 
terizing the translator's venture in- 
to English, probably a little used 
language here at tnat time. First 
ef the Bigners is Pierre Choutead, 
and French names are solid all the 
way down to Peter Primm, in the 
third column. 
Getting ready for the Veiled 
Prophet would have been simple 
and inexpensive in 1835, one sees a 
few steps farther on in the “his- 
torical walk.” The evidence is a 
handbill of “Taylor’s Union “Shop, 
opposite the Mayoy’s office, Olive 
street,” listing dress coats at $7.50; 
frock coats at $7.87, “pantaloons” 
at $2 and vest at $2. : 

“All kinds of embroidery in gold 
and silver, U. S. uniforms of every 
department, made in exact con- 
formity to the orders of Govern- 
ment. Habits, pelisses and braid 
work of all descriptions, done with 
superior skill. In a word—nothing 
shall be wanting to give general 
satisfaction and merit public con- 
fidence, 

“Despatch and punctuality ghali 
universally be our rule. Suits com- 
plete, made up in a faithful man- 
ner, in stx hours.” : 

Old Names of Towns. : 

Bridgeton was “Village a Rob- 
ert” in the old days, according to 
a placard handed out by Williams 
and Curtis, title attorneys, in 1847. 
and now displayed in the St. Louis 


exhibit. The town, near mbert- 
‘§t. Louis Field, also was * called 
Marais des Liards, and Owen’s 


Station. 

St. Louis was Paincourt, which 
may have meant “short of bread,” 
and there was no doubt about the 
old name of Carondelet, “Vide 
Poche’’"—"“Empty-pocket” — also 
called Prairie a Catalan and Louis- 
bourg. Mill Creek was Riviere a 
Tayon (after Tayon, the miller), 
la Petite Riviere; St. Charles was 
Petites Cotes and Ste. Genevieve 
was Misere. 

Main street was Rue Royale, 
Premiere Grande Rue or Calle 
Mayor; Second street was Rue de 
l'Eglise, Seconde Grande Rue or 
Rue Dauphine; Third street, Rue 
des Granges, Calle Trasera or Barn 
street; Walnut, Rue de la Tour, 
Calle de Torre or South A street: 
Market, Rue de la Place or Rue 
Bonhomme; Chestnut, Rue Mis- 
souri or North A street; Pine, Rue 
Quickapou or North B street; St. 
Charles street. Chemin du Roi or 
Chemin Royal. 

There are brief annals, such as 
“1788—L’annee des dix batteaux— 
The haunts of the Mississippi River 
pirates were broken up by a con- 
voy of 10 armed boats which ar- 
rived in triumph at St. Louis. The 
event occurred near the mouth of 


Several Spanish galleys arrived at 
St. Louls with troops under the 
command of Don Carlos Howard.” 

Stage Coach Supplants Galleys. 

“Spanish galleys’ had given way 
to other means of transportation 
in 1839. The notice of a new mail 
coach line from St. Louis to Louis. 
ville, connecting with mail boats. 
boasts that the distance is 267 
miles and “the time allowed to 
carry mail is 76 hours, but Is often 
run in 60 hours’ running time.” A 
ferry handbill of three years later 
quotes regular rates for “8-ox team 
and wagon.” It is signed by “Wil- 
liam C, Wiggins, Collector.” 

New also in the St. Louis exhibit 
is a picture, made in 1866, of Hen- 
ry Shaw’s residence, which was re- 
moved brick by brick from Sev- 
enth and Locust streets to Shaw’s 
Garden, where it stands now. Be- 
side it is the testimonial of the 
Merchants’ Exchange on Dec. 19. 
1878.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18. 

TILL another celebrated old dis- 
~ trict on the uper west side in 
the Sixties is about blotted out. San 
Juan Hill is now given over chiefly 
to manufacturing establishments 
and garages. For years it was a 
tenement hive for colored folk. 

It was here many of New York's 
color prejudices flared up in bloody 
race riots. The battles were be- 
tween husky young gangs from the 
gas house neighborhoods and dark 
skinned neighbors. The dorvrick 
and the razor were implements of 
warfare, - 

There is still a Negro settlement 
there but most denizens trekked 
northward to Harlem. Those who 
remain are mostly hard working 
men and women who have lost the 
lust for street fighting. A few din- 
gy pool pariors and cat fish lunch 
stands recall the old epoch. 

Fifteen years afo San Juan Hill 
bristled with blacks. Cops roamed 
the district In pairs. Gambling 
halls, wide open saloons and broth- 
els cluttered up every block. The 
intrusion of the white man after 
dark was a most dangerous experi- 
ment. | 

When cotton pickers from the 
southiand amassed a stake they lit 
out for San Juan Hill instead of 
Lenox avenue, In those days the 
section specialized in 5&-cent jolts 
of fiery gin.

FRANCE SEEKING RETURN 
OF U. $, CUSTOMS AGENTS 


Since Their Withdrawal, Exports 
Have Been Appraised at 
American Selling Price. 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— 
France has begun conversations 
with the State Department looking 
to the return.of American customs 
agents to that country to determine 
the value of goods exported to the 
United States. 

The American agents recently 
were withdrawn after French 
manufacturers had objected to 
opening their books to the Ameri- 
cans. The Paris Government sug- 
gested that the United States per- 
mit French agents to value the 
goods, but this was rejected. 
Under the existing American 
tariff, ad valorem duties are based 
on foreign value. After withdrawal 
of American agents from France, 
the French manufactures were 
valued at the American. selling 
price, except those whose value 
was of general knowledge. This 
method is understood to have 
caused much dissatisfaction among 
some French manufacturers, espe- 
cially producers of cosmetics, per- 
fumery and lingerie, who asserted 
the American value was higher 
than the French cost of produc- 
tion.

WOULD FX BUILDING 
LINES OF STREETS 


Bartholomew Urges Ordinance 
to Require Conformance With 
Major Thoroughfare Plan. 


Cee ee Enema 


An ordinance which would fix 
the building line of various streets 
of the city to conform with the 
specifications proposed in the 
major street plan of the City Plan 
Commission was recommended by 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of 
the commission, at a meeting last 
night. 

Bartholomew was authorized to 
confer with City Counselor Muench 
on the drafting of such an ordi- 
nance. Under the tentative plan, 
the ordinance would name 
streets involved, designate building 
lines for each and fix a date when 
the restrictions would become ef- 
fective. 

Under the ordinance, new bulld- 
ings on streets such as Market and 
North and South Twelfth streets 
would be built to conform with the 
proposed width of 100 feet as pro- 
vided in the major street plan. 
The commission also discussed 
the proposed widening of Chippewa 
street, Broadway to Grand boule- 
vard, from 60 to 80 feet, a project 
opposed by a group of taxpayers 
who contend it would be of benefit 
only to a group of business men. 
Acting on the request of a taxpay- 
er-opponent of the project, the 
commission issued an estimate of 
442,000 for the cost of the im- 
provement.

In the political field, Sir Cecil 
Hurst, British legdl expert, sub- 
mitted a plan for revising the 
League covenant so as to close all 
the loopholes for war and bring 
the League's charter into con- 
formity with the spirit and content 
of the Kellogg-Briand pact for re- 
nunciation of war. 

Narcotic Problem. 

In another sphere and with a 
view to making progress toward 
solution of one of the world’s most 
perplexing social problems, Noel 
Baker, British member of Parlia- 
ment, voiced his Government's 
wish for a conference of repre- 
sentatives of states in which dan- 
gerous narcotics are manufactured. 
The conference would discuss joint 
measures for limiting production of 
morphine, heroin and cocaine. 

Sir Cecil’s proposal, which was 
presented in a draft resolution to 
the committee on constitutional 
questions, was followed by a Peru- 
vian plan of the same scdpe. .His 
draft was based on the announce- 
ment of Foreign Secretary Hender- 
son of England to the Assembly 10 
days ago, namely that Britain 
would seek “to cut away the dead- 
wood from the covenant,” and 
bring that document up to the 
present high standard of world 
opinion against war. 

The procedure recommended in 
the Hurst draft is to amend those 
articles of the covenant which 
leave a gap for the possibility of 
war, 80 as to close the gap by re- 
nouncing war as an instrument. of 
national policy. This process, the 
British delegate explained, was not 
so much cutting away deadwood as 
“eliminating the boughs of a tree 
which, having grown upward, no 
longer needs them.” 

Proposal by Venesuela. 

A Venezuelan proposal in the 
committee dealing with social ques- 
tions, that a special commission be 
set up to inquire into the reasons 
why provisions of the Geneva opi-; 
um conventions had not been put 
into effect, was rejected. 

The British delegate, who pre- 
sented a resolution proposing a 
meeting of representatives of man- 
ufacturing countries with a view 
to. immediate limitation, contended 
that the Venezuelan proposal 
amounted to asking the govern- 
ments to say why they had not 
done what they were just going to 
do. This 1iew was apparently ac- 
cepted generally. 

A resolution on parallel lines 
was offered by Mariano Cornejo 
of Peru which called for appoint- 
ment of a committee to study how 
the Kellogg pact might be em- 
bodied in the League covenant. 

Believing that the Hurst sugges- 
tioh was capable of quicker action, 
adopted it and 
turned it over to a sub-committee 
which, if not able to finish the 
work at the present session, will 
recommend what further proced- 
ure ts desirable, 

Peru Accepts British Idea. 
Cornejo said the Peruvian dele- 
gation gladly accepted the British 
scheme of modification, but be- 
lieved its own plan worthy of 
careful consideration. “Over and 
above the British modifications, I 
belleve it should be clearty stated 
that, if the Kellogg pact is violat- 
ed, a situation will be created 
which will necessitate intervention 
by the League to prevent changes 
in territorial status of its members 
and to prevent the victor from

Other Nations Agree. 
One of the manufacturing coun-

Wall FOUGHT FOR U. S. 


Woman Legion Officer Says 
7000 Disabled Veterans Were 
Deported to Italy. 


By the Associated. Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—One of 


the few women who saw service in 


Europe determined to redeem the 
Pledges she made to the recruits 
she induced to enter the service 


more than a dozen years ago. 

She is Miss Julia W. Wheelock of 
Newark, N. J.. who entered the 
American Legion to become its first 
woman departmental commander, 
and who returned from Rome yes- 
terday to ask the legion to help 
obtain Federal assistance for Ital- 
ian-born soldiers of the World War 
—recruits for America and now in 
Italy in various stages of invalid- 
ism. 

As commander of the Legion De- 
partment of Italy, Miss Wheelock 
has been in Rome for three years. 
She returned to attend the meeting 
of the Legion Executive Commit- 
tee at Louisville, Ky., on Sept. 29. 
“Not less than 7000 of fhese 
men are scattered all over Italy,’’ 
she said. “They have remained too 
long to be alléwed to return to 
America under the present immi- 
gration laws, and neither Italy or 
America will recognize them. 

“I went as a recruiting officer 
among these young Italians in 
Pennsylvania and other Italian 


working strongholds in 1917, and 
promised them if they joined our 
forces they would automatically be- 
come citizens and if injured this 
Government would provide for 
them. 


“What has happened is that 


these same young men, once re- 
turned from the front and dis- 
charged from American hospitals. 
were sent back to Italy; two years 
elapsed and then the privilege of 
returning to America was denied 
them.

Committee Votes to Make 
Public Names of Corpora- 
tions Whose Income Re- 
ports Are Sought.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Man- 
ufacturers of moderate-priced 
watches who import movements 
and place them in American-made 
cases are protesting to Congress 
that the proposed duties on watch 
movements are designed to favor 
an inner circle of manufacturers, 
namely the Elgin, Waltham, Ham- 
ilton, Tllinois and Howard watch 
companies, 
The effects of the increases car- 
ried in the pending Hawiey-Smoot 
bill, say the protesting manufac- 
turers, would be to swell] the al- 
ready large profits of the benefi- 
ciaries at the expense of the im- 
porting group. 
A statement issued today on be- 
half of the importers declares that 
the proposed newW duties “take on 
the menacing appearance of a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade.” 
“Practically all leading import- 
ers of movements specializing in 
moderate-priced timepieces, while 
admittedly not competitors in the 
‘quality’ field monopolized by the 
others, will, together with other 
importers, be placed at a tremend.- 
ous disadvantage,” says the pro- 
test. 
“What Henry Ford has done in) 
the automobile field placing cheap 
but reliable cars in the hands of' 
working men and those of limited | 
income, the American importers of 
movements with the American 
manufacturer of watch cases have 
done in their own special field. 
‘The only alternative, if.the con- 
fiscatory schedule goes into effect, 
will be to distribute the extra cost 
among the consumers to raise the 
price of watches to those who can 
least afford the increase. 
“Many of the importers selling 
a six-jewel movement in an 
American-made case supply a want 
in a distinctive field, a field neith- 
er entered nor coveted by manu- 
facturers of high-grade timepieces. 

Burden on Working Man. 
“It is our contention that the 
working man is entitled as much 
as the executive to a serviceable 
and attractive watch and it is upon 
him that the burden will fall 
heaviest under the proposed pen- 
alty. Increased costs will be felt 
especially in the popular-priced 
wrist watches for men and women. 

“The total watch manufacturing 
business in America amounts to 
approximately $100,000,000 annual- 
ly. American manufacturers im- 
porting movements obtain about 
50 per cent of this trade, or $60,- 
000,000. The value of the import- 
ed movements does not exceed 
$10,000,000 a year. The balance of 
$40,000,000 represents an invest- 
ment in American labor and ma- 
terials, 

“The cases 


for the working 
man's watches, the chains and 
Straps that bind them to the 
wrist, the cases into which they are 
fitted—these and other accessories 
are all made in America. The in- 
dustry importing movements gives 
employment to thousands of Amer- 
icans. The importers and manu- 
facturers of accessories using im- 
ported movements may be regard- 
ed essentially as American business 
institutions. Yet the select few, 
enjoying full possession of their 
own field, would invoke preferen- 
tial tariff to freeze those other 
American institutions out of the 
game. Congress, by sanctioning 
the proposed injustice, will create 
the ‘white-haired boys’ of industry. 

Financial Statements Cited. 

“Financia! statements of at Icast 
three of the selection companies 
are availabie and it would be hard 
to conceive of any more fascinat- 
ing literature for the stockholder. 
Since the tariff law of 1922 ihey 
have enjoyed uninterrupted pros- 
perity, a discontinuation of which 
they have no reason to fear, The 
goose is hanging high in the watch 
business. 


“There is nothing in this situa- 
tion to warrant any additional pro- 
| tection or subsidy. 

“That the proposed tariff  re- 
vision is aimed directly. at the 
manufacturers of the working 
men’s watch grows apparent from 
a mere glance at the schedule, By 
far the biggest item on the bill 
deals with the six-jewel movement 
increasing the tariff on this ftem 
from 113 per cent to 290 per cent. 
Thus the blow falls with almost 
vindictive severity upon the poor 
man's watch. 

“Tariff on the $10,000,000 worth 
of merchandise imported last year 
amount to $6,000,000. The proe- 
posed bill would increase this to 
$16,000,000--$6.000,000 in excess 
of the value of the merchandise

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What It Means to Be President 


By Calvin Coolidge 


Speech-Making, Gifts, Household Pets and Office Seekers 


ARTICLE FOUR. 


NE of the most appalling 
trials which confronts a 


President is the perpetual 
clamor for public utterances. In- 
vitations are constant and press- 
ing. They come by wire, by mail 
and by delegations. No event of 
importance is celebrated by any 
group anywhere in the United 
States without their inviting him 
to come to deliver an oration. 
When others are enjoying a holi- 
day, he is expected to make a 
public appearance in order to en- 
tertain and instruct by a formal 
address. 

There are a few public state- 
ments that he‘does not deliver in 
person, like proclamations and 
messages, which go to the Con- 
gress, either reporting his views 
on the state of the Union in his 
annual message or giving his rea- 
sons for rejecting legislation in a 
veto. These productions vary, in 
length. My annual message would 
be about 12,000 words. My 
speeches would average a little 
over 3000 words. In the course 
of a year the entire number 
reaches about twenty, which prob- 
ably represents an output of at 
least 75,000 words. 

This kind of work is very ex- 
acting. It requires the most la- 
borious and extended research and 
study, and the most careful and 
painstaking thought. Each word 
has to be weighed, in the realiza- 
tion that it is a Presidential ut- 
terance which will be dissected at 
home and abroad to discover its 
outward meaning and any possi- 
ble hidden implications. 

Before each address was fin- 
ished it was thoroughly examined 
by one or two of my staff, and 
oftentimes by a member of the 
Cabinet. It was not difficult for 
me to deliver an address. The 
difficulty lay in its preparation. 
This is an important part of the 
work of a President which he can- 
not escape. It is inherent in the 
office.

‘Respect for Employes. 

S I left office I realized that

distinct personal sacrifice. Among 
the higher officials this is almost 
always true. The service they per- 
form entitles them to approbation 
and honor. 

The Congress has sometimes 
been a sore trial to Presidents. ] 
did not find it so. Among its 
members were men of wonderful 
ability and veteran experience. ] 
think they made their decisions 
with an honest purpose to serve 
their country. The membership 
of the Senate changed very much 
by reason of those who sacrificed 
themselves for public duty. Of 
the duties of all public officials 
with whom I have ever been ac- 
quainted, the wor a Senator of 
the United States is by far the 
most laborious. About twenty of 
them died during the eight years 
I was in Washington. 

Sometimes it would seem for a 
day that either the House or the 
Senate had taken some unwise ac- 
tion, but if it was not corrected 
on the floor where it occurred, it 
was usually remedied in the oth- 
er chamber. I always found the 
members of both parties willing 
to confer with me and disposed to 
treat my recommendations fairly. 
Most of the differences could be 
adjusted by personal discussion. 
Appeals to Nation Effective. 

OMETIMES I made an appeal 

direct to the *ountry by stat- 

ing my position at the news- 
paper conferences. I adopted that 
course ‘n relation to the Missis- 
sippi flood control bill. As it 
passed the Senate, it appeared to 
be much too extravagant in its 
rule of damages and its proposed 
remedy. The press began a vig- 
orous discussion of the subject, 
which caused the House greatly to 
modify the bill, and in conference 
a measure that was entirely fair 
and mocerate was adopted. 

On other occasions I appealed 
to the country more privately, en- 
listing the influence of labor and 
trade organizations upon the Con- 
gress in behalf of some measures 
in which I was interested. That 
was done in the case of the tax 
bill of 1928. As it passed the 
House, the reductions were s0 
large that the revenue necessary 
to meet the public expenses would 
not have been aurnished. By 
quietly making this known to the 
Senate and enlisting support for 
that position among its constit- 
vents, it was possible to secure 
such a modification of the meas- 
ure that it could be adopted with- 
out greatly endangering the reve- 
nue, 

But a President cannot, with 
success, constantly appeal to the 
country. After a time he will get 
no response. The people have 
their own affairs to look after and 
cannot give much attention to 
what the Congress is doing. If he 
takes a position, and stands by it, 
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Annual Message have become law, 
but it took several years to get 
action on some of them. 
Hampered in Appointments. 
NE of the most perplexing 
and at the same time most 
important functions of 
President ts the making of ap- 
pointments. In some few cases he 
acts alone, but usually they are 
made with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. It is the 
practice to consult Senators of 
his own party before making an 
appointment from their respective 
states. In choosing persons for 
service over the whole or any con- 
siderable portion of a single state, 
it is customary to rely almost en- 
tirely on the party. Senators 
from that state are asked for 
recommendations. 

It is not possible to find men 
who are perfect. Selection al- 
ways has to be limited to human 
beings, whatever choice is made. 
It is therefore always possible to 
point out defects. The supposi- 
tion that no one should be ap- 
pointed who has had experience in 
the field which he is to super- 
vise is extremely detrimental to 
the public service, 

An Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner {s much better qualified 
if he knows something about 
transportation. A Federal Trade 
Commissioner can render much 
better service if he has had a le- 
gal practice which extended into 
large business transactions. The 
assertion of those who contend 
that persons accepting a Govern- 
ment appointment would betray 
their trust in favor of former as- 
sociates, can be understood only 
on the -upposition that those who 
make it feel that thel: own tenure 
of public office is for the purpose 
of benefiting themselves and their 
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treasure is, there will the heart be 


When a man has invested 
his personal interest and reputa- 
tion in the conduct of a public of- 
fice, if he goes wrong, it will not 
be because of former relations, 
but because he is a bad man.

If that stan- 
dard is maintained, we need not 
be concerned about their former 
activities. If it is not maintained, 
all the restrictions on their past 
employment that can be conceived 
will be of no avail.

well-qualified person wherever he 
can be found.

So long as the Senate has the 
power to reject nominations, there 
is little danger that a Pesident 
would abuse his authority if he 
were given the largest possible 
freedom in his choices.

Nothing would please us better 
than to be able to offer you some 
new and magically effective dis.

no more effective eyebrow and 
eyelash grower than petroleum 
jelly plus massage. It is slow, but 
Sure, and extremely simple of ap- 
plication. 

Night and morning, anoint the 
eyebrows and lashes with a drop 
or two of the jelly. Then, ever so 
gently, massage it well into the 
hair roots. If at the same time 
fou will take the trouble to train 
the lashes upward, in time they 
will tend to grow that way.

out starch. It could hardly 

spare the laundry starch, but 
certainly the edible starch is one 
of the necessary staples in every 
home, 

We find on the market a variety 
of farinaceous or starchy foods, 
which are practically identica! in 
use and flavor. One of the past 
known of these is tapioca which 
is prepared from cassava starch, 
a product of the big, fleshy, tuber- 
ous roots of the manipe or cassava 
plant. So that you won't be con-/ 
fused, let me remind you that this 
is sometimes called “mani- 
hot,” as well as the “manioc” 
plant. There are other varieties, 
but the manihot is the bitter cassa- 
va. Its juice contains hydrocyanic 
acid, a deadly poison. This is de- 
stroyed by proper cooking, and the 
foods made from the cassava are 
safe and wholesome, of course. 

Besides tapioca, tapioca-flour, 
tapioca starch, cassava and cassava 
starch, there is yet another prod- 
uct of the plant. It is known 
as “gaplek” or “gaplek meal,” 
This is the crude, dried and ground 
root of the cassava plant. 

The sago palm is another plant 
from a far-off country to supply 
us with starch. The trunk of this 
tree is gorged with the substance. 
‘It is made into sago starch \or 
sago flour. 

But it is unnecessary for Amer- 
icans to go to Brazil or the East 
Indies for starch. Our own Amer- 
ican corn, carries unlimited quan- 
tities of this valuable substance. 

It is an interesting fact that the 
starches from cassava, the sago 
and Indian corn are identical 
chemically. To the end of time, I 
suppose, we will call for tap 
for sago and for corn starch, but 
after all they are alike to the 
tissues of the human body. 

There is no better way to supply 
the body with heat and energy 
than by the eating of starch. Next 
to sugar it is chief of the carbo- 
hydrates. Served in one of the 
many popular ways, it makes a 
fine food. 

Made into puddings, served with 
sugar and cream, it is a delicious 
dessert, one which is appreciated 
by young and old. 

Of course, it is not expected that

pure sugar or pure starch, or, foe 


that matter, pure protein is to be 
fed. We would not be satisfied
